2005 Wisconsin ,ACt 178 Wisconsin Election Campaign Fund
[2005 Assembly Bill 429]

Prior to the enactment of 2005 Wisconsin Act 178, a provision of Wisconsin law authorized the
Elections Board to receive an amount not exceeding one percent of the amount of funds transferred to
the Wisconsin Election Campaign Fund (WECF) in a given year for placement in a public information
account. These funds were to be expended by the Elections Board for the purpose of providing public
information about WECF. This provision was rendered unenforceable by a federal court decision in
Wisconsin. Act 178 removes the provision from the Wisconsin statutes.

Effective Date: The Act takes effect on April 6, 2006.
